The item of out-door poor has quite a balance to its credit, 
but one bill remains unpaid, which came in after the books 
were closed, amounting to $114. We ask for the same appro 
priation as last year, as it is uncertain what calls we may have 
upon us. 

The almshouse, as in the past few years, has been managed 
in a satisfactory manner by Mr. and Mrs. Ford. While there 
is a small deficiency, the weekly cost of the inmates has been 
materially reduced. The house, as we have before reported, is 
constantly in need of repairs, which make quite an item in the 
appropriation. 

STREET LIGHTING. 


We have this year in our highways 186 lamps, which, if 
maintained the coming year, will cost $2,790. There is, after 
paying persons who maintain a street lamp, a small balance to 
the credit of this account. The service rendered by Messrs. 
Bradford Lewis & Son has been satisfactory, and the price per 
lamp as low, for the service, as any neighboring town. We 
have estimated the same appropriation as last year, $3,000. 


TOWN HALL. 


The Town Hall has been under the management of Mr. 
Henry E. Craig, who_has filled the position satisfactorily. The

income has fallen off the past year nearly one hundred dollats, 
and the matter of electric lighting in the library has increased 
the expense. They use twenty-three lamps, which have been 
running the majority of evenings. We ask for a small increase 
in the appropriation. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The town has been remarkably free from illegal liquor selling, 
the past year, but, as we said in last year’s report, the matter of 
police is rapidly becoming a serious question. We have employed 
an officer certain nights in the Centre and in Kast Walpole, but 
the town has been troubled in several cases of burglary, and 
the time is not far off when of necessity we shall be obliged to 
employ an all night officer. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The engineers’ report, as appended, speaks for itself. We 
have estimated a small advance in this account. 


NOTES AND INTEREST. 


This aceount is overdrawn, as the foot-note explains. No 
provision was made for the interest on bonds due February 1, 
1897, which was met by the selectmen, and no appropriation 
was asked for at the March meeting to cover deficiency, as we 
believed we could pay it and not raise the grant higher. 

In referring to the financial condition of the town, you will 
see, after meeting all obligations, we have, reckoning $1,500 of 
uncollected taxes on Walpole Plain lots worthless, about $2,300 
at close of the year. Our interest on deposits has fallen off 
and our discount has increased. We have one note to meet the 
coming year for $2,500, the last of the Town Hall indebted- 
ness, and we estimate $3,000. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


This account, uncertain at all times, shows a deficiency, but 
not as large as last year. Our police bills and board of truant 


— 
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beholars, together with bills for forest fires, have been charged 
to this account. We estimate $2,500 for the ensuing year. 


ELECTRIC ROADS. 


The most important item which has come before the select- 
men the past year has been the granting of franchises. The 
Norfolk Southern Street Railway applied for a franchise to 
build and operate a road from the Foxboro line to Norwood 
line, via Water, Washington, South, Common, and Main streets. 
After a hearing, legally called, and due consideration by your 
board, a franchise was granted under certain restrictions. Up 
to the present time work has not commenced, but we have as- 
surance that it will be started whenever the weather conditions 
become suitable. 

The Norfolk Central Street Railway applied for a franchise 
from Norwood line to New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company’s bridge over Washington street in East Wal- 
pole. After a hearing and arranging of details, a franchise 
was granted under certain restrictions, all of which they have 
fulfilled except the placing of an overhanging sidewalk over 
what is known as the Arches. We have their assurance that 
this will be built as early in the spring as the weather will 
permit. 

The Norfolk Western Street Railway applied for a franchise 
in north part of the town, which was voted by the board. 
The Norfolk Southern is to file a bond for $5,000 to build to 
East Walpole on completion of their other road. Should these 
various roads reach completion and running order, it will mean 
a saving to the town in item of transportation of scholars, as 
they are under restrictions to carry all scholars for one-half 
fare. 

HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


Your Board reappointed Mr. Edwin Everett as superintend- 
ent of streets, who has performed his duties in a satisfactory 
manner. The extra amount appropriated, and a trifle more, 
was spent on Stone street, which shows theimprovement. The

iiatter of carting our material such a distance is a large iteiil; 
besides the clearing away of the coarser gravel. It would be 
economy for the town if they owned a portable crusher, and 
would no doubt make better road beds at less expense. We 
have done considerable necessary repairing in the various sec- 
tions of the town; still, with our large mileage of highways, 
there is always plenty to be done. We estimate $8,500 the 
coming year, which we consider small under existing conditions. 


TAXES. 


Our taxes the past year were high, and in order to keep them 
down great care must be exercised by the voters at the annual 
meeting. Our estimate of appropriations needed to carry on 
the town business, as you will see in the report, is about 
$41,000. Taking the present valuation at a slight advance, 
the rate of taxation the coming year will be about $17 per 
thousand. The water works, while they of necessity increase 
the rate, will be able the coming year to turn over towards 
hydrant service about $1000.

The engineers of the Fire Department respectfully submit 
the following for the year ending December 31, 1897 :-— 

Feb. 21. Fire on East street burned two small buildings 
belonging to Mr. C. H. Hartshorn and Mr. A. W. Fulton, 
and damaged the stock-house and stock of Hartshorn Bros. 

April 23. Fire on North street; burned house and barn be- 
longing to Mr. Dwyer. 

June 28. Fire at Mr. H. D. Dupee’s Chemical Works; 
burned part of the roof of one section. 

Noy. 13. Fire in tenement house of Mr. Beeri Clark. The 
fire was confined to one room. 

Nov 17. Fire in tenement house sheds on South street ; 
burned shed and part of contents The house was damaged 
slightly. The property is owned by Mr. Bartlett. 

The forest fires have been very few compared with last year, 
the worst one being in East Walpole, near the Turner farm. 
The other ones have been small and easily handled.

Twenty-Second Annual Report of the 


Trustees of the Walpole 
Public Library. 


Once more it becomes the duty of the trustees to present 
their yearly report. 

In accordance with the vote of tne citizens of the town, at 
their last annual meeting, the room of the library has been en- 
larged, and we believe that the citizens of the town are well 
satisfied with the use made of the portion of the lower hall. 
More room has been given for the public to enjoy the privi- 
leges. of the library, they being given access to the shelves, 
and tables being added by means of which the public can en- 
joy the use of the library as a reading-room. 

Since the enlargement of the library room, many more vco- 
ple can be seen in the library taking advantage of the facilities 
offered. Children now come in, and by having access to the 
shelves, make themselves better acquainted with the books; 
and they may be seen sitting at the tables reading and enjoying 
the periodicals that are placed there for their use. The more 
there is done in the way of putting the public in close touch 
with the workings of the library, the more our people will 
become interested in one of the best institutions for making 
good and broad-minded men and women. 

The card catalogue is not used as much as it should be; 
but the public, if not acquainted wtib its working, should feel 
free to inquire of the librarian, who will gladly explain its use. 

Poole’s Index is a great help to any one who wishes to find 
any subject in the magazines, as it is now in the library com- 
plete up to 1897. 

The old copies of Chamber’s Encyclopedia have been re- 
placed by new ones up to date.

Juvenile books have been placed in a department by thetil- 
selves; and a Children’s Table is a new feature, and one that 
seems to be much appreciated. 

Improvement in respect to quietness in the library has been 
shown, with very few exceptions, nearly every one having been 
willing to maintain the quietness necessary for a successful 
reading: room. 

Since the public has had access to the books, the shelves and 
their books have been numbered, so that the books can be re- 
turned to the proper shelves. 

During the year there has been placed in the library room a 
fine picture of the late Francis W. Bird, who, during his life, 
was one of the best friends of the library, and while living 
made such provisions of his estate that he will always be re- 
membered as a friend of the library and all that tends to the 
uplifting of mankind. 

Miss Nettie S. Gough still continues as librarian, and is de- 
serving of much praise by the citizens for her patience and 
faithfulness, and much extra work to expedite the opening of 
the library at its earliest date after the necessary closing for 
alterations. 

The library being closed for about six weeks makes the total 
circulation smaller than it otherwise would have been. 

One of the best features of the library is the department of 
magazines, as it places the people in touch with the current 
literature of the day, the number of magazines now taken being 
forty-two.

and all other necessary town officers. 


Articie III. To hear the annual report of the Select- 
men and other town officers, and act thereon. 


ArticLE IV. To see how the town will vote on the 
following question: ‘* Shall license be granted for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors in this town?” The check-list shall be 
used, and the ballots shall be ‘*‘ Yes” and ‘‘ No” in answer to 
the question. 


ArticLte V. To determine the manner of collecting taxes 
for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE VI. To see if the town will approve the list of 
Jurors as prepared by the Selectmen, and posted as required 
by law. 

Articte VII. To see what compensation the town will 
allow the engineers and members of the Fire Department for 
their services the ensuing year. 


ArtTicLe VIII. To see if the town will appoint, or 
instruct the Selectmen to appoint, special police officers to 


enforce all laws bearing upon the sale of intoxicating liquors. 
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ArTIcLE IX. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to lighting the streets, and what compensation the 
town will allow persons maintaining street lamps the ensuing 
year.

Report of the School Committee. 


To THe Citizens or WALPOLE: 

The school committee very respectfully submit herewith, 
their report for the year ending December 31, 1897. 

After the annual March town meeting, the school board or- 
ovanized by the choice of the same officers as in the year pre- 
ceeding; Robert S. Gray, Chairman, Joseph S. Leach, Secre- 

tary. As the terms of office of Julius Guild and Thomas F. 
Maguire expire in March 1898, the town will be required to 
elect two members to the school board for three years. In 
April 1897, the school committees of Walpole and Foxboro 
held a joint meeting at Foxboro for the annual oaganization to 
continue the school district formed for three years by the towns 
of Walpole and Foxboro. At this meeting, Mr. J. R. Potter 
was elected superintendent of the district at a salary the same 
as the preceding year. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


In relation to the school buildings of the town, the commit- 
tee would refer to the fact that the enlarging and re-modelling 
of the school house at East Walpole has been completed dur- 
ing the past year and it is now occupied. The building contains 
four rooms, and up to the present time, only three of the same 
have been used, the fourth room having been provided in anti- 
cipation of the growth of the east part of the town. ‘The in- 
crease in the school attendance in East Walpole is such that 
the school committee will be compelled to utilize this room, and 
at the'same time, engage the services of another teacher for 
this district. 

As to the condition of the other school buildings, the Cen- 
tre school house will require painting and at the South the same 
work will have to be done. The school house in West Wal- 
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pole needs a new floor, also painting will have to be attended 
to and other outside repairs made, probably during the ensuing 
year. The school house at the North part of the town having 
been lately thoroughly repaired is in good condition. These 
repairs above indicated constitute the main expense in this 
line which the town will be required to defray during the year 
of 1898. As the changes in the East school house have been 
made during the year 1897, the committee would simply refer 
to the same and say that the improved conditions of sanitary 
arrangements, ventilation and seating capacity, in their opin- | 
ion, are giving satisfaction in all respects, and so far as can be 
foreseen, the accommodations now afforded by this building 
will be amply sufficient for some years to come. The building 
as now arranged seems well adapted for school purposes, and 
the money which was expended in this direction will no doubt 
prove to be a wise investment. 


FINANCES. 


The committee have been compelled to ask for an increase 
in the appropriation for school purposes for the year 1898. The 
reasons for the same can be explained as follows :—several of 
the teachers engaged in the school work of the town, must of 
necessity have an increase in salary according to,the establish- 
ed salary regulations adopted by the school committee. These 
advances with the salary of another teacher at East Walpole, 
will necessitate some $400 additional to the salary list before 
January 1, 1899. Extra expense is also incurred on account 
of the janitorship at East Walpole. According to state laws 
regulating the services of janitors, under the conditions prevail- 
ing at the East school building, a janitor must be in attendance 
all of the time, and there has from necessity, been an increase 
in the expense of this department. The committee are also 
compelled to ask for $200 more for transportation. There was 
a slight increase in this respect on account of the South Wal- 
pole high school pupils, and a considerable increase in the ex- 
pense of transportation of the high school pupils from West 
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Walpole. The appropriation this year, according to the ésti- 
mates of the school committee will be $1,300 instead of $1,100 
asked for during the year 1897. The appropriation for inci- 
dentals and supplies has also of necessity been raised. ‘The in- 
crease of school attendance at East Walpole and also at the 
Centre building, renders imperative the purchase of more books 
to meet the demand. The appropriation for last year was 
exceeded and while nothing was bought unnecessarily, yet 
the committee cannot do otherwise than base their estimates 
on the expenditure of the year preceding. For repairs the 
committee have to ask for $350, a slight increase over last 
year. Under this estimate has been included the expense of 
additional furniture which will be required in fitting up the 
room at Kast Walpole, referred to as necessary. 


HIGH SCTIOOL. 


Under the department of the High School of the town of 
Walpole, the committee would take occasion to make certain 
recommendations for the consideration of the town and would 
place before the citizens what may be termed ‘‘The needs of 
the High School to place the same in a condition to do educa- 
tional work which may compare favorably with other towns in 
Massachusetts.’’ It may be said that the educational demands 
upon the high school increase annually. The object of such a 
school, as a matter of course, is to afford to the pupils of the 
town, such educational advantages as will make them as thor- 
oughly conversant as possible with the new conditions attend- 
ing every day life. New branches of industry are annually 
coming into existence and to be considered well educated, is to 
be conversant with the results of inquiry and research in elec- 
tricity, chemistry and physical science. With changed condi- 
tions as a matter of course, are necessary advances in educa- 
tional work and it is the purpose of the committee as rapidly as 
as may be practicable, to introduce into the high school work 
additional features in the scientific lines of education. 
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No do this work thoroughly and well and to teach the 
branches referred to advantageously, in the opinion of the 
committee, would necessitate a new building. In order to 
teach chemistry and physical science, requires a laboratory 
where practical experimental work may be conducted. This 
work is being carried on now in the high school, but in a lim- 
ited way only, still to the best advantage which circumstances 
will permit. The high school now numbers ninety-three pu- 
pils and all of the floor space in the three rooms assigned for 
the high school is occupied. While it may not be practicable 
for the town to provide a high school building at the present . 
time, it is well to consider these matters in providing for the 
future. Exactly the kind of a building which should be erect- 
ed, the committee will not state in this report, but would 
simply refer to the needs of the educational work, and also in 
a general way, to what would be well for the town to provide. 
It would certainly be advantageous for the high school to be 
in a building apart from the other school. Four recitation 
rooms are even now required, while at the present time we 
have only three. In addition to this a laboratary for scientific 
work is of itself a necessity to enable the high school to keep 
pace with the times. As was stated by Superintendent Mc- 
Donald when last in Walpole, the old classical course hitherto 
afforded by country high schools is becoming obsolete. It 
does not meet the demands of the people at large or the edu- 
cational requirements of the coming generation. 

At a meeting of the school committee, it was voted to 
make a suggestion to the town in the committee’s report as 
follows: That the object of the high s-hool work would be 
best attained by a union of three towns, located conveniently 
to each other, which towns would erect jointly, a high school 
building and by the division of expense, provide an increased 
corps of teachers, specializing the work more than at the pres- 
ent time in any one of the towns. If an arrangement of this 
kind. could be effected it can be readily seen that the educa- 
tional features of the high school could be vastly improved and 
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at an expense to each town much less than at the present time. 
The committee does not anticipate that an early adjustment of 
this project will be attained, but would advise this as a sug- 
gestion for the consideration of the citizens, and would also 
suggest that a committee be appointed to take the matter in 
advisement. The location of the building, the committee 
have thought would be secondary to the educational chances to 
be derived therefrom, which thus briefly stated, would consist 
in increased high school accommodations and extension of sci- 
entific work beyond the capacity of any town of moderate 
means ; the employment of teachers who would be specialists 
on electricity, chemistry, physical science and languages. This 
would certainly permit of a thoroughness in the work and the 
extension of education that the town could not afford to the 
children under present. methods.

Report of the Superintendent. 


To the School Committee of Walpole : 
Gentlemen, — 


I have the honor to submit to you the annual report of 
the Superintendent of Schools for the year ending December 
31st, 1897, 


SLATISTICS: 


The number of children in town May Ist, 1897, between 
5 and 15 years of age, was 537. 

The number of children between 8 and 14 years of age 
was 301. 

The number of different pupils enrolled in school during 
the year was 627. 

The number under 5 years of age was 0. 

The number over 15 years of age was 48. 

The number between 8 and 14 years of age was 376 

The average membership for the year was 514.50. 

The average daily attendance was 469.87. 

The per cent. of attendance was 91.33. 

The whole number of schools is 14. 

The number of teachers required in the public schools at 
date is 18. 

The number of different teachers employed in the schools 
during the year was 21. 

The number of men employed as teachers during the year 
was 2. 

The number of women employed as teachers during the 
year was 19.

$86.00.

Once or twice each term the children write invitations to 
the parents to visit and observe the work for an hour. An 
exhibit of the written work and drawings is made, after which 
the superintendent gives an address on some subject connected 
with school work. During the year the East Walpole 
‘¢ Wednesday Club” has been organized, with three objects 
in view: 1, The study of domestie science; 2, Village im- 
provement; and 8, Education. They visit the schools the 
third Wednesday of each month.

CHANGES. 


At the close of the spring term Miss Lena G. Perrigo 
resigned as teacher in the High School to accept a larger 
salary in the Cambridge Latin School. The town thus lost a 
scholarly, progressive and enthusiastic teacher. During the 
second month of the autumn term Miss Mary E. Chandler 
resigned to accept a position in the West. She was a suc*ess- 
ful and popular teacher, and had served the town faithfully for 
three years. It is unfortunate that the School Committee has 
not money enough to retain the services of such teachers. 
Miss Ruth S. Roundy was appointed as teacher to succeed 
Miss Perrigo; Mr. Herbert S. Packard, a former teacher in the 
East Grammar School and a graduate of both the Bridgewater 
Normal School and Harvard College, was secured as a substi- 
tute in the position made vacant by Miss Chandler’s resig- 
nation. 

Miss Adella O. Drake resigned as teacher of the North 
Grammar School, and was succeeded by Mrs Dora M. Meserve. 
Miss S. Gertrude Leonard, at the South Grammar School, 
was succeeded by Miss Ella E. Coye, who is doing excellent 
work. , 
Miss M. A. Pearson, our efficient and popular drawing 
teacher for three years and a half, in February accepted a 
position as teacher of drawing in the new Normal School at 
North Adams. Her experience as a grade teacher, combined 
with her thorough professional training at the Boston Normal 
Art School, made her one of the most successful supervisors 
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of drawing in the State. Miss Sadie R. Melzard, het stiéé 
cessor, a graduate ot the Boston Normal Art School, is enthu- 
siastic and progressive. 

At the opening of the spring term an intermediate school 
was opened in the enlarged building in East Walpole, under 
Miss Maude B. Mowry as teacher. As the schools were in 
s’ssion while the changes were made in the building, both 
teachers and pupils suffered great inconvenience. It is only 
just and proper that the teachers of the East school s'iould 
receive special commendation for their efficient management 
of the pupils and for their faithful work under such trying 
circumstances. 


HiGie ClO OTs. 


There was an enrolment of 91 pupils in the High School 
in September; in all of the schools, of 537. Of the total 
enrolment in the public schools 16.95 per cent. are in the 
High School. The enrolment in the State. just reported by the 
Secretary of the State Board of Education, was 8.3 per cent. 
of the total enrolment. It is sometimes asserted that only 8 
per cent. of the pupils ever reach the High School. Is this a 
just interpretation of the figures? ‘To interpret rightly this 
per cent., we must suppose that every pupil enters the lowest 
grade and graduates from the highest. As there are eight 
grades below the High School and four in the High School, 
the highest possible enrolment in the High School is 33% 
per cent. of the total enrolment. As the 331% per cent. of 
enrolment means 100 per cent. of enjoyment, 16.95 per cent. 
means that about 50.85 per cent. of the children in Walpole 
enter the High School; while the 8 per cent. in the State 
means that about 25 per cent. of all the children enter the 
High School. . 

The work of our Bigh School is conducted under great 
disadvantages. Without a shop and suitable laboratories the 
work which the average boys want and need cannot be done. 
Only the old line classical work can be done in the ordinary 
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§chool-room, furnished only with text-books and a few refer? 
ence-books. The school has, it is true, some chemical and 
physical apparatus, but the equipment for progressive and 
thorough work such as the majority of our pupils ought to do 
is very limited. But few wish to prepare for college. On the 
other hand, they need to prepare for the practical affairs of 
everyday life. Every occupation demands a knowledge of the 
laws and forces governing material bodies, which is gained in 
the study of physics and chemistry ; an acquaintance with the 
growth, development and uses of plants and animals, which is 
acquired in the study of botany and zoology; a mustery of 
English grammar, composition and literature, together with 
history and mathematics; and, finally, that moral and muscu- 
lar development which is secured by means of physical and 
manual training. : 

We present herewith a revised course of study for the 
High School which is calculated to provide for the needs of 
every class of pupils. To carry this out in a practical and 
progressive way we shall need a High School building suit- 
ably equipped for work by modern methods. ‘The present 
Center building should be used for the lower grades. “Two of 
the three rooms now used by the High School should be used 
to relieve the overcrowded schools, while a third room should 
be devoted to sub-primary and kindergarten work.

be, — Music twice per week; a general weekly exercise in 
Arithmetic or Geography, or any grammar school subject, to 
keep the matter fresh in the pupils’ minds; talks on Hygiene 
and Narcotics, also on Morals and Manners. None of this 


latter will be prepared work on the part of the pupil. 
ATTENDANCE AND EXPENSES. 


The enrolment for the year is 627, an increase of 26; the 
average membership 514.50, an increase of 38.12; the average 
daily attendance 469 87, an increase of 38.64. The per cent. 
of attendance is 91.33, an increase of .83. The prevalence of 
measles during the winter term and whooping-cough during 
the autumn term greatly reduced our average membership and 
attendance. The evil of tardiness and absence has not disap- 
peared. How can a child who is allowed to be both tardy and 
absent frequently receive the benefits which the schools are 
designed to give? 

By reference to the preceding table it will be seen that 
the entire cost per pupil, based on enrolment, is $21.14, an 
increase of $.78-6; based on average membership, $25.76, an 
increase of $4.42-2. 
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Tne cost per pupil for text-books and supplies in 1897 is 
$1.52. The average throughout the State, just reported by 
the Secretary of the Board of Education, is $1.59, while the 
average for the past ten years for the State is $1.62. The 
introduction of Frye’s geographies in January and the large 
classes in the grammar grades at the East and Center, together 
with the large membership in the High School, made it neces- 
sary to overdraw the appropriation for text-books and supplies. 
In order to replace worn-out books and provide necessary new 
books and supplies we ought to have not less than $1.50 per 
pupil. 

The average salary paid to female teachers is $38.98 per 
month. Can we expect to secure and retain the services of 
successful teachers when our average salary is so much below 
the average for the State, which is $52.20? Thirty cities and 
towns pay more, while 322 pay less than this average. 

In Norfolk County 1 town pays above $60 per month 
for female teachers, 5 from $50 to $60, 14 from $40 to $50, 
and 7 from $30 to $40. 
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SCHOOL WORK. 

The work has been badly interrupted during the year by 
the prevalence of the measles and whooping cough. In gen- 
eral the pupils have been earnest and enthusiastic, and the 
teachers persevering and faithful. The superintendent gladly 
takes this opportunity to thank the teachers for their hearty 
co-operation and willingness to accept and work out sugges- 
tions. It is a pleasure to call the attention of the citizens to 
the many lines of creditable work which our hard working 
teachers are doing. A cordial invitation is extended to all cit- 
izens to visit often the schools to inspect the specimens of legi- 
ble writing found even in the lowest grades, the work in com- 
position, letter writing, and business forms, and the drawings ; 
and to observe the thorough drills in number, reading, spell- 
ing, pronunciation, language, grammar, geography and his- 
tory which will give to every pupil who is faithful, punctual 
and regular in attendance, a practical knowledge of the sub- 
jects taught. To secure material for language work pupils 
study the properties and uses of the common plants, minerals 
and animals. Selections from good literature are studied. The» 
pupils and teachers more and more appreciate the benefits of 
theyenlarged Town Library. 

Often at the present day the remark is made that the 
schools under the ‘old system’ were superior to those of our 
time. Supt. Edgerly says that similar remarks were common 
fifty years ago, as is shown by an extract from the Fitchburg 
school report of 1845. 

‘‘Again and again have we heard the times lauded when 
under ‘the old system’ the people had the management of the 
schools themselves and felt an interest in them; and have been 
told how much’ better the schools were then than they now 
are. Sometimes, out of extreme delicacy and politeness, per- 
sons have thrown in the salve that they did not blame the com- 
mittee, it was the fault of the law. Anyhow the system was 
all wrong.” 

Are the schools perfect? Isthe town perfect? Shall we 
look for perfection in the schools before that happy state is 
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Yeched? Under the old system, it must be remembered, thé 
home supplemented the school work by teaching the girls 
sewing, cooking and the domestic arts, and the boys some use- 
ful trade. The present conditions are entirely different in 
farming, manufacturing, transportation and exchange. How 
many homes can now furnish that manual training? Are our 
children properly prepared for citizenship without it? What 
should be done? Our children are rapidly passing through 
the educational period. Soon it will be too late to reach 
them. They will be called upon to enter upon the duties of 
citizens unprepared. Shall society allow this? Let us rather 
enrich our educational work so that all shall be prepared for 
actual life. Should we not provide for instruction in sewing, 
cooking and domestic science for the girls and manual train- 
ing for the boys as much as in arithmetic? Some towns have 
organized educational associations to study educational prob- 
lems and to provide ways and means for meeting the needs of 
the community. 


THE HOME AND THE SCHOOL. 


Perfect attendance for the year gives the child about one 
thousand hours in school and seven thousand, seven hundred 
and sixty hours outside The education before entering school 
and after entering, during the more than seven-eighths ef the 
time which is spent outside, will determine what can be done 
by the school in the less than one-eighth of the child’s time. 
Is the street education the best for the children? Are the 
streets so pure and clean in their influence that the children 
are safe in playing on them? While the home and school are 
the chief educational forces, the town, the streets, the public 
buildings, parks, and the individual citizens have a great influ- 
ence in shaping the character of the young. 

The home preparation for school should train the child to 
observe, to seek for the.causes of common phenomena, to use 
correct language and to love nature. Certain habits must be 
acquired, too, including order, neatness, cleanliness and indus- 
try. Self-control, respect for parents and elders, and habits of 
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"oy 
honesty and truthfuiness, if ever secured, must be developed in 
the home before the child enters school. ‘This preliminary 
training, if lacking in the home, can never be given. The 
child’s progress and success must ever be hindered. 

After entering school, more than seven-eighths of the 
child’s time is outside. The best results can be produced 
only by the hearty co-operation of teachers and parents. Ina 
school of fifty, less than an hour can be devoted daily to oral 
reading or about one minute for each pupil. Can pupils 
become good readers with this training alone? The home can 
supplement the school work by giving an opportunity to read 
aloud to the family. Parents should consult teachers in mak- 
ing suitable selections for home reading. The school will be 
helped thus and the home made more attractive. In the same 
manner other subjects may be treated. 

In two ways the home and school should co-operate : 
(1) in supervising the reading, and (2) in securing good com- 
panions. Recently, several boys from about twelve to seven- 
teen years of age have been arrested in Newton and Roxbury 
for burglary. Led by an older companion, these boys had 
imitated the heroes of the trashy literature which is so widely 
circulated, and which they liked to read. The education 
should prepare the child to read intelligently great books, for 
what one reads with interest and sympathy will shape his 
character. The mind should be filled with the rich treasures 
to be gained from the study of art, history and Iiterature, so 
that when one is free from labor there will be something use- 
ful to occupy the attention. There is but one youth in which 
to prepare for living. Are our children using that time in the 
best possible manner? What will the future be for them? 

In closing, I thank the members of the committee for the 
many courtesies extended to me in the performance of my 


duties.

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Report of the Principal of the High 
school. 


Mr. J. R. Porrer, Superintendent of Schools, 
Dear Sir: 


I submit to you the following report for the year 1897. 

The past year in the Walpole High School was one of quiet 
progress. No disciplinary friction marred this year; and, with 
the exception of the loss of valuable teaching force, the year 


added steady, healthy growth. 
It was a year remarkable for the few withdrawals from 


school. Out of twenty-nine who entered in September 1896, 
23 are now in the school. This is a larger percentage than is 
the rule here. The classes throughout are holding their size 
better. Another cause has increased our numbers, namely: 
the classes to enter are larger, 43 entering the Freshman class 
last term. The school in September, 1897, numbered 91, the 


largest enrolment in its history. 
A natural result has been an increase of work under disad- 


yantageous conditions. The school is crowded. It has no 
adequate assembly room. Desks occupy nearly all the floor 
space. The piano is crowded into a corner and we may be 
forced like the ‘‘Peterkin Family’? to make a hole in the wall 
to accommodate the pianist. All this, together with the ever- 
present lower schools, renders successful results less assured. 

We must have better High School accommodation in the 
near future, and ought to have it immediately. Moreover, the 
school is becoming large for three teachers. Much better work 
could be accomplished did the teaching corps number four in- 
stead of three. 

Added to this condition of affairs, there comes to us a com- 
plaint that the course of study now given does not suit the 
needs of the majority. Especially has fault been found with 
the requirement of Latin. Aiming to respond to this cry we 
have a new course to offer to our pupils, a course devised by 
Mr. J. H. McDonald, but modified to suit our conditions. This

You will observe that this course calls for over 3,700 teci- 
tation periods in the year. To run it we shall need to divide 
the day into seven periods, whereas we now have six. 
This will mean more and wearing work for teachers and pupils. 
It is our fond hope that we may sometime have a fourth teach- 
er, under which circumstance such a course could, even with 
Six periods per day, be easily carried out. 

The new course is very complete, and successfully worked 
will place our school in the front rank with schools of its size. 
While such a course is offered no boy nor girl need feel obliged 
to go elsewhere to prepare for college. The boy or girl can 
then remain under the home influence, and thus be doubly ben- 
efitted. 

The adoption of this course necessarily involves expense. 
Some of the subjects offered will demand new books and equip- 
ment. More than ever shall we need roomy and thoroughly 
equipped laboratories. 

During the past year we have added® to our library Cham- 
bers’ Encyclopedia, new edition, also other minor reference 
books. Mr. Leach has given the school a fine edition of Stan- 
ley’s *‘In Darkest: Africa.’”’ We are to thank, too, Mr. 
Washington Glover for his generosity in affording the astrono- 
my class an opportunity for telescopic work. 

I wish that we could say that this has been a year marked 
by the visits of parents. We cannot. They, by their ab- 
sence, show unbounded faith in the school and its methods. 
Some, not parents, who have not visited the school for at least 
three years do not possess the same faith; and have even gone 
so far as to advise certain parents to send their boys away to 
school. I say to such: ‘‘Come. See your own Walpole 
High School. Lend us your assistance toward making it the 
best of its kind. At least visit us and know what is being 
done.’’ We most cordially invite the parents, above all, to 
see their children in their school.

Report of the Director of Drawing. 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS : 

To awaken a love and appreciation for the beautiful and to 
make the child feel that he can create things beautiful is our 
aim in teaching art in the schools. 

One cannot appreciate any beautiful object at once, appre- 
ciation comes through a study of the parts which contribute to 
the beauty of the whole. 

An understanding of these parts, structure, enrichment and 
appearance (which are elements of all things beautiful, ) and 
their relations, is the basis of an appreciation of the arts. 

We started in September under the general head enrich- 
ment, studying color, drawing leaves, flowers and plants, fol- 
lowed by a decorative ,freatment of the plant forms. In this 
part of the work especially, the children love to express their 
artistic powers. They are now unlimited as to mediums, using 
pencil, ink, water color, crayon and even chalk. We do not 
try to bring them up to any fixed standard, but try to encour- 
age individual expression. 

The Appearance work was next taken up. The pupils first 
studied priuciples through a study of the type solids, applying 
these principles to all approximate forms, which are drawn 
singly, then in groups. As in the decoration work we use all 
mediums. With this Appearance work will be taken a study 
of the great masters and their work, for it is as important for 
the child to know a great artist as a great author, and a good 
picture as a good book. We are very anxious to have at least 
one good picture, suitably framed in each school room, and 
would receive contributions gratefully. 

This Appearance work is continued through January, it 
being the most difficult part of the work is given the greater 
portion of time. 
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February and March will be given to the Constructive work. 
The aim is to have the children appreciate the structure of 
things, to read working drawings and to be able to create 
beautiful forms. 

During April, May and June we shall study under the head 
of Enrichment, Color, Historic Ornament and Design. Last 
spring all the children were supplied with paint and brushes 
and did excellent work in Ornament and Design. We hope to 
do even better work this spring. 

In closing I wish to thank the teachers for the interest and 
spirit in which they have taken up the work, also you and the 
School Board for you interest and kind reception.

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Report of the Water Commissioners. 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewita present their 
third annual report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1897, with 
detailed statement of their receipts and expenditures, together 
with a few statistics concerning the plant. 

While no important work or changes are noted in the opera- 
tion of the past year, nevertheless a good deal of work has been 
done in perfecting the plant in some minor details. 

The pumping station and grounds are in good condition, a 
small stable and wagon shed has been built, suitable dressing 
was purchased and spread on the grass plots, and the brush 
cut and cledned from the meadow. 

The boilers and pumping machinery are in good order, 
with no expense whatever for repairs. 

There have been no breaks or leaks in the pipe line, which 
speaks well for the excellence of the original work. 

The hydrants and gate valves have received careful atten- 
tion, and so far as knownare in perfect order. Several hydrants 
have been relocated and about 250 feet of 6-inch main moved 
on South street. All of this work was done by the water de- 
partment, with town labor, and at a minimum cost to the town. 
With the experience of the past year, we feel that the depart- 
ment is fully capable of doing the entire work on any extension 
the town may see fit to provide for in the future. 

No extensions have been made under the 10 per cent. guar- 
antee, as voted bythe town. We recommend that in the future 
extension be made under a 6 per cent. guarantee, as the lower 
rate may be an inducement for people living off the main to 
become water takers, and at 6 per cent. the expense will be a 
good investment for the town. 

The quality of the water, as reported by the State Board of 
Health, continues the same as reported last year. Appended 
will be found a recent analysis.
